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Taking action towards immigration reform

Latinos, Asians, Africans, 
Indians, among other ethnicities 
and backgrounds all gathered at 
St. Patrick’s Church in Downtown 
San Jose to attend a Town Hall 
Meeting on Immigration Saturday 
Feb 24, 2007. 

Immigration reform has been 
a question of concern for a lot of 
people across the country and also 
an unending debate in Congress. 
U.S. Citizens, legal residents, and 
undocumented people here in the 
U.S. have their own opinions and 
experiences that don't always fall 
on the same side of this complex 
issue. That is why forums such as 
these are necessary to open the 
lines of communication. 

The church was full to capa- 
city with concerned community 
members, the local media, and 
an influential panel. The panel 
consisted of Congresswoman Zoe 
Lofgren, District Attorney Dolores 
Carr, and City Council Member 
Sam Liccardo. 

Congresswoman Lofgren 
said, “These are my constituents! 
Although the stories told are not 
entirel y new to me, what they have 
to say is very important.” 

Community members sub- 
mitted their questions such as 
this one: “Will you work to make 
immigration reform a priority in 
Congress with the goal of passing 
comprehensive reforms this year?” 
posed to the Congresswoman. 

To which Lofgren answered, 
“It is my goal to make a practical 
sensible bill that is comprehensive 
and long lasting. I am hopeful to 
see it happen this year.” 

The people in attendance 
came prepared to use their voice 
and demand change. Although 
newly elected San Jose Mayor 
Chuck Reed was not in attendance, 
it is obvious that immigration is 
not only a major debate across the 
country it is a high priority for the 
people of Silicon Valley. 

Father Jon Pedigo, member 
of the Catholic Campaign for Im- 
migration Reform and mediator 
at the event, said, “This is not 
about policy this is about people’s 
lives.” 

This is the first year of the 
Catholic Campaign For Immigra- 
tion Reform whose strategy is to 
Educate, Transform the Hearts and 
Minds, and Mobilize the people. 
Notable San Jose resident politi- 
cal leader and community activist 
Cesar Chavez used these strategies 
in a campaign for economic justice

for the migrant farm workers. 
With the backing of the Catholic 
Church he was able to organize 
a nation-wide boycott that led to 
improved working conditions and 
slightly better wages for the farm 
workers. 

The event ended with a time 
honored symbolic tradition led by 
Father Jon Pedigo who addressed 
the panel and the audience when 
he said, “All journeys begin witha 
meal, your burden is to carry these 
stories we've shared, break bread 
with us and we invite you to join 
us in this journey.” 

The meeting closed with 
chants of “Si Se Puede, Si Se Pue- 
de.” Afterwards one community 
member said, “I’ve been a resident 
of San Jose for 26 years. I’ve been 
a U.S. citizen for 10 years. It's all 
still very vague to me. Today I 
didn’t hear that they were going to 
do something for sure but I heard 
that they were going to try to do 
something.”

Nuestra comunidad 
tiene qué hacer lo mismo”, señaló 
Lagos. 

“Aún cuando estamos opti- 
mistas, esto no es un proceso 
automático. Es necesario contra- 
rrestar la campaña de quienes se 
oponen a los inmigrantes y pro- 
mueven la construcción de un 
muro en la frontera”, agregó. 

Lagos y los líderes hispanos 
se reunieron con miembros del 
Congreso y funcionarios de la 
Casa Blanca en momentos en que 
el Presidente George W. Bush ins- 
taba al Legislativo a aprobar una 
reforma integral que favorecería a 
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millones de inmigrantes indocu- 
mentados. 

__ Al mismo tiempo, en una 
audiencia ante el Comité Judicial 
del Senado, los secretarios de 
Comercio, Carlos Gutiérrez y 
de Seguridad Nacional, Michael 
Chertoff, insistían en soluciones 
viables y prácticas que fortalezcan 
la seguridad fronteriza, el desa- 
rrollo económico y la integración 
social.

Los inmigrantes conforman 
el 15% de la fuerza laboral de 
EE.UU. y el país necesita de su 
mano de obra porque “hay miles 
de trabajos que los estadouniden- 
ses no están tomando”, subrayó. 
Para el secretario de Comercio, 
un programa de trabajadores 
temporales es tan sólo una de 
las piezas “sobre la mesa”, para 
que los futuros flujos migratorios 
sean “ordenados, legales y con- 
trolados”. 

El líder de la mayoría 
demócrata del Senado, Harry 
Reid, anunció que proyecta pedir 
que el Comité Judicial apruebe 
la reforma migratoria antes del 
próximo 22 de marzo, de manera 
que se someta a votación en el 
pleno antes del receso legislativo

Por lo menos dos demandas 
han detenido la emisión del dinero 
en este período de tiempo.

Campesinos 

Las consecuencias de las 
fuertes heladas que azotaron al 
estado en enero pasado, continúan 
sintiéndose, particularmente en la 
industria agrícola.

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Kids of illegal immigrants suffer most when parents are deported

The U.S.-born children of 
undocumented immigrants are 
the ones who suffer most when 
their parents are targeted by the 
authorities for deportation. 

The life of the De Leon fam- 
ily was upended on Sept. 29 
when immigration agents arrived 
at their house in Phoenix early 
one morning and detained Silvia 


“Campo, 33. 


“They arrived at my house 
like they were going to arrest the 
worst drug trafficker, with bul- 
let-proof vests and carrying wea- 
pons,” Campo's husband Hector 
de Leon told EFE. 

He said that federal agents 
arrived in unmarked cars that 
blocked their way when they were 
going to take their four children 
to school. 

“They asked who owned the 
house. They asked for my wife and 
they ordered me to go inside the 
house because they didn't want 
the children to see this,” said De 
Leon. 

When the agents identified 
themselves, the family tried to 
explain that their cage was in the 
process of being handled by the 
authorities, but the agents said that 
didn’t matter because Campo had 
been ordered deported in absentia 
by an immigration court. 

They handcuffed her in front 
of her family and took her away. 

Campo, a Guatemalan, came 
illegally to the United States 14 
years ago and asked for political 
asylum in 1993. In 2001, one of 
her sisters, who is a U.S. citizen, 
requested residency for her under 
the then-prevailing 245(1) regula- 
tion, which allowed an undocu- 
mented person to resolve their 


‘residency status without having to 


leave the country and pay a fine. 

The family never learned that 
in 1998 an immigration court had 
ruled against Campo and ordered 
her deported. 

“These months have been 
terrible for my family, not only 
because I have had to be father 
and mother at the same time, but 


because my children don’t un- 
derstand why their mother is not 
with them because they have her 
in jail as if she were a criminal,” 
said the father. 

He added that the behavior of 
his younger children, all of whom 
are U.S. citizens, had changed 
completely since the time of their 
mother’s detention. 

“They are very sad, they cry 
at night. They ask me for her and 
the truth is that I don’t know what 
to tell them,” said.De Leon, who 
is also Guatemalan and works as 
a dishwasher. 

He said that the children’s 
schoolwork has suffered greatly, 
since they cannot concentrate on 
school and he is afraid that they 
could be held back a year. 

“My children don’t under- 
stand why, if they were born in 
this country, (the authorities) want 
to send their mother to another 
country that they don’t know,” 
he said. 

Campo’s oldest child, a 15- 
year-old boy, has been one of the 
most affected of the kids. He has 
begun to take refuge from his 
home problems on the streets and 
refuses to visit his mother at the 
detention center. 

The family lawyer said that 
immigration authorities refused to 
reopen Campo’s case and so they 
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had to file an appeal to avoid her 
deportation. 

“What hurts us the most is 
that they have not wanted to grant

when she was detained and now 
she weighs only 119 pounds,” said 
De Leon, whose immigration sta- 
tus could also be in jeopardy. 

Like many other immigrants 
who live in this country illegally, 
the future of this family could 
depend in large part on the rapid 
approval of immigration reform 
by Congress. 

“They should dedicate árem- 
selves to arresting the coyotes 
(people-smugglers), the drug traf- 
fickers, the kidnappers, all those 
people who really do damage, but 
not us who only came here to work 
and, even though it may be just a 
grain of sand, we also contribute 
to this country,” De Leon said.<= 
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Raul Castro says defending Cuba a task for the young 


Havana (EFE) — Acting 
President Raul Castro says that 
it is up to the new generations of 
Cubans “to take the (country’s) 
defense into their hands,” and he 
has shown concern about declin- 
ing birth rates on the island, the 
official media reported. 

The daily Juventud Rebelde 
reported in its Sunday edition an 
exchange that the acting president 
had with leaders of the 600,000- 
plus member Union of Young 
Communists, which focused in 
particular on the responsibility of 
the country’s young people for its 
defense. 

“The youth has taken over the 
defense of the country,” Castro 
said, adding that he believed that 
“it’s the responsibility of the new 
generations to take into their hands 
the question of defense.” 

The island’s provisional lead- 
er, who is also Cuba’s long-time 
defense minister, said he favored 
“opening the way for the new gen- 
erations, for the new leaders.” 

“But not leaders from a test 
tube or mature ones (whose rip- 
ening has been hastened) with 
carbide, like (was used) in times 
of hunger among the peasants to 
speed the ripening of sweet pota-

toes, but rather ones formed by 
their own efforts,” he added. 

Raul, 75, has been Cuba’s 
acting president since last July 31, 
when older brother Fidel Castro 
announced he was temporarily 
handing over power to his sibling 
during his convalescence from a 
still-undisclosed gastrointestinal 
problem. 

The provisional leader of the 
48-year-old one-party regime also 
shared with the Young Commu- 
nists his worries about the-fall in 
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birth rates that set in here during 
the 1990s. J 
He recalled that since 1978 
Cuba has had a birth rate of less 
than 2.2 children per woman, 
which is considered to be insuf- 
ficient to ensure continued popula- 
tion growth on the island. 
However, he also said that 
“this is not a problem that’s going 


to be resolved now. I’m just point- . | 


ing it out.” 

“We're a developing country 
with the birth rate of a developed 
country,” Castro said, adding that 
“this situation is the result of the 
social advances of the Revolu- 
tion, of the growing cultural 
level reached by our population. 
It’s enough to point out that 65 
percent of the technical strength 
of the country (is provided by 
women).”<> 
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Venezuela rechazó críticas

“Cómo Estados Unidos va a decir algo respecto de Venezuela, 
que sólo ha invertido en la reposición de su capacidad defensiva”, 
agregó Rodríguez. 

McConnell dijo ante el Senado estadounidense que la reciente 
compra de armamento ruso por parte de Caracas, sumado a sus pre- 
suntos esfuerzos por “desarrollar su propia capacidad de producción 
de armas, preocupan cada vez más a sus vecinos”. 

“Estas compras de armas podrían alimentar una carrera arma- 
mentista en la región”, advirtió McConnell, al presentar su “Informe 
Anual sobre Amenazas”. 

Moscú y Caracas han firmado en los últimos dos años contratos 
de venta de armas a Venezuela por unos 3.000 millones de dólares, 
lo que incluye el suministro de 54 helicópteros Mi-17, Mi-26 y Mi- 
35, 24 aviones cazas Sukhoi 30 y 100,000 fusiles AK-103. 

Las autoridades venezolanas y rusas acordaron, además, la 
construcción en Venezuela de una planta para la fabricación de 
fusiles AK y su munición por 200 millones de dólares. 

Rusia se ha convertido en el principal Proveedor de armas a 
Venezuela, a pesar de las reticencias de EE.UU. y sus intentos de 
impedir esas transacciones por considerar que no contribuyen a la 
seguridad de la región suramericana. 

Chávez ha rechazado la posición de Washington y ha señalado 
que es una muestra de su actitud “imperialista” y de sus esfuerzos 
por “desarmar” a Venezuela para luego “invadirla” y apoderarse 
de su reserva petrolera, la mayor del mundo. 

_ Las relaciones entre Venezuela y EE.UU. están marcadas por 
Constantes acusaciones mutuas, referidas al corte “imperialista e 

intervencionista” de Washington 
y a las “intenciones totalitarias” 
y espíritu “antiamericano” de 
Caracas. 

Esas tensiones diplomáticas 
no han salpicado la relación co- 
mercial bilateral y Venezuela, 
quinto exportador mundial de cru- 
do, sigue siendo uno de los prin- 
cipales abastecedores de petróleo 
de Estados Unidos.

Cada vez son más los mi- 
grantes que solicitan la matrícula 
consular pero no todos conocen 
los requisitos. Para evitar vueltas 
innecesarias al consulado que 
le corresponde, a continuación 
le presentamos en detalle estos 
requisitos y más información de 
utilidad. 

Son tres los requisitos fun- 
damentales, para comprobar que 
se es mexicano, quién es uno, y 
dónde se vive:

de estudio, titulo profesional, algu- 
na credencial expedida por insti- 
tución oficial, previa verificación 
y aprobación del Consulado. 

3) Comprobante de domi- 
cilio a nombre del interesado: 
Como por ejemplo: recibos de 
pago de servicios (luz, agua, gas, 
cable, etc.), talones de cheques 
de nómina, cheques personales, 
cartas o documentos recibidos con 
sello del correo, de los condados 
de: Santa Clara, Santa Cruz, San 
Benito y Monterey únicamente, 
para el consulado de San José. Si 
el comprobante está a nombre de 
un cónyuge, presentar el acta de 
matrimonio. No se aceptan P.O. 
Box. 

En el caso de las Mujeres 
Casadas que deseen llevar el ape- 
llido del esposo o que presenten 
identificaciones con apellido de 
casada, deberán presentar su Acta 
de Matrimonio original o copia 
certificada por el registro civil.

La matrícula consular tiene 
un costo de $27.00, mismos que 
deberán ser pagados en efectivo 
únicamente, y tiene una vigencia 
de cinco años. 

Otras informaciones im- 
portantes:

En la X Región de Los Lagos, los volcanes con sus cúspides 
nevadas se reflejan en ellos. El verdor de sus bosques crea los 
contrastes perfectos de una naturaleza en la que los ríos, cascadas, 
islas y el mar convergen en uno delos destinos ecológicos más 
atractivos de Chile. 

Recorriendo estos caminos se encuentran paisajes transpa- 
rentes, en los que de una sola mirada se pueden ver tres volcanes, 
uno al lado del otro. La Región de los Lagos está situada en la 
Patagonia Chilena y es sin duda una de las más hermosas del

you put in the company suggestion box? 
And what about that $2 you won on the 
scratch-off lottery ticket that you turned 
back-in for another lottery ticket? Let’s 
look at these and other items that may 
need to be included on the front page 
of your federal income tax return as 
taxable income. 

Rebates 

The rebate, even if for a car, is not 
income unless the item for which you 
received the rebate was used in a trade 
or business, or you took a tax deduction 
for the full amount of the item in one 
year and received the rebate check in the 
following year. Medical devices may be 
a good example of this.
